The Bubjofned is an extract of a letter from th? corres-
pondent of the New. York Daily News, and appears in that
paper of the 16th instant :

Pakis, July 2, IS6L
You can have nojdea of the wonder with which your last

Amrrican news has been received here. Frenchmen who
are familiar with the history of the American Revolution,
and have read De Tocqueville with care, ae astonished at
the case with which your people have parsed from freedom
into abject ubmiwdon to the yoke of an irrepressible mili-
tary despotism. They atk wtether yon have become emas-
culate whether tbe men of 76 have left no progeny tn rbe
land, or whether it be the corruption of the worstEuropean
influences, or the effeminacy of long prosperity, that has
dulled the brain and enfeebled the nerves of jour people.
I have heard military officers in tbe Cafes bere scouting at
incidents and scenes described in your New York josrnals,
and copied into the French papers as curiosities.

They eay that such threats ot devastation and slaughter,
and such boastings over the merest skirmishing, will make
tbe people who indo'ge in them the detestation of the civ-
ilized world. All the pnogeucy of cur keenest satirists,
and the wits of Charivari, are directed against the gas-
conade " with which many of your journals are filled, while
the fiercest indignation is expressed at tne malignant t pirit
that accompar ies it. The high soldiery sense ot houor felt
by the disciplined mi itary of the Old World ia shocked and
disgusted at the insnlts and ill treatment heaped upon pri-sue- i8

captured in battle by sobers of the Union. You
cannot make the French veteran believe that those who do
these. things are brave or worthy men, and veiily believe
that so (treat has been the sympathy tor tbe South, produc-
ed by these narratives, tha the mass of the Imperial army,
particularly the leading ofBcers would ask no better em-
ployment than an attack anywhere upon the troops who
are guilty of Buch outrages.

For instance, the New York Herald, in a letter describ-
ing the retreat from Great Bethel, where the Union forces
weie so horribly defeated, allows its correspondent to say,
that a single person by tbe name of Warirg, au officer in
the " rebel ' anny, was seen to fire ftom the doorway of
his dwelling as the Union men went by it on their harried
retreat. He was soirouudcd by a detachment of the pass-
ing army and captured, when the officer to whom he sur-
rendered immediately proceeded to give him a defenceless
prisoner of war, iu the presence of hundreds of armed and
inferiated men a good kicking !

1 deplore the impression that these things are producing
all over Kurope. We are becoming contemptible among
the nations of Europe, and our total ruin and disgrace are
calmly predicted. On all sides, tbe press, particularly the
governmental journal", give unmistakable evidence that
the arrogance of the American Cabinet has converted late
favor into ill disguised hostility.

I have only time to add that the Confederate Commission-ei- s

are here, and have contracted, in a quarter not many
hundred miles from Belgium, for a steel-cla- d steamer and
several batteries of the steel rifled cannon, which are su-
perceding all others. Some of the latter have already gone
to New Orleans, in the custody of distinguished French
officers. Mr. Mann has secured tbe use of? a new kind of
powder of fulminating compound, lately invented at Ber-
lin. It is easily prepared from ingredients everywhere
abundant, and will greatly asseist tbe Confederate States of
America in their dearth, if any exist, of the old fashioned
article.

With regard to the recognition of the new Confederacy,
it is simply a question ef time, and those men are mad who
dream that France aud England will heed the blockade of
its own ports by any power which does ntt hold and pos-
sess the same, especially should their own safety at burnt
spur the two great naval empires to decided and epeedy
action.

Serenade to President Da vU Ills Speech.
FROM OUB OWN C0BR2SP0NDENT.

Richmond, July 23. President Davis, after repeated
calls, made a brief speech to-nig- ht to a large crowd as-
sembled in front of the Spottswood Hotel.

He described the heroic conduct of our troops in
glowing terms, and said that Lincoln must now admit
tbat there is " somebody hurt." Although greatly su-
perior in numbers, the euemy had been routed, after a
desperate engagement all their arms, teuts pnd camp
equipage falling into our hands. After the battle had
raged for four hours, he (the President) arrived on the
Geld. The result was then doubtful ; but, being recog-
nized as the representative of their principles, the woun-
ded waved their handkerchiefs, and cried " There's Jeff
Davis !" which created wild enthusiasm in our ranks
and a panic in the ranks of the enemy. -- From that
moment the victory was secured. He passed high eulo-giu- ms

upon Johnston and Beauregard.
Col. Chesnut also made a few remarks. He described .

the unequal combat with graphic force. Scott had
lound it impcs3ible to dine in Richmond at theaDnoint- -
ed tirne. At Manassas, on Sunday, the seal of eternal,
separation had been set, and never again would North
and South be united. Nothing could exceed the valor
of our troops, and, no matter who did it, Sherman's
liattery had been taken. Beaurearard. his eyes elarinir.
appeared in front of the lines, exposed to tbe fire of tbe
enen-- and that of his own men, the very personification
01 me " uoa 01 v ar." liut there would be more to do.
Ottr soldiers would fight, it the enemy would only let
thtm get at them. It was the duty of every man to
perform his part. Men and money would be required
to achieve a final victory. Charleston Mercury.

Correspondence of the Baltimore Exchange.
'Our Washington Letter.

Washington, July 17.
Senator Pometoy's "bill to suppress the slaveholders'

rebellion," alter setting forth, in a preamble, that slave-
ry has culminated in a rebellion, and tbat ths present
war is being carried on to determine the question wheth-
er slavery shall be extinguished or not, adds, therefore,
as a great military necessity :

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre-
sentatives of the United States in Congres3 assembled,
That from and after ihe passage of this act, there shall

be no slavery or involuntary servitude in any of the
Stabs of this Uciou that claim to bave seceded from
the Government, and are in open aod armed resistance
10 the execution of the laws aud the provisious of tbe
Constitution of the United States.

Sec. 2. And be it turther enacted, That immediately
upou the passage ot this act, the President of the Uui-te- d

States shall cause bis proclamation to be is-u- d, set-

ting forth tbe immediate and unconditional emancipa-
tion of all persona held as bluvea in any of ihe alorteaid
States, under the laws thereof, and also ordering all of-
ficers to give protection to all such emaucipaud slavef,
and accept the servi'-e- s of all who may tender them in
tehalf of the Government, if, in the judgme nt of such
ollicers. such services shall be useful or necessary to the
prosecution f this war."

Will any sensible man, after reading the above de
claration, doubt lor a m m nt the policy of the Lin-
coln administration ? The bill does not attempt to mase
the act rave the least appearance ot legality. It ad- -
ui'ts, as every one must, tnat the States are guaranteed
a republican form of guverument ; tbat persons are to
be secuied in their property, and that slaves are regard
ed es property in certain States. Yet an American
Senator dares to attempt to foment an intestine civil
war a warot the negro against tbe white man of tbe
slave against bis master. -

I bad intended to refer particularly to the scene in
the Senate chamber on the occasion of the speech of
Air. Breckinridge in my letter of yesterday, but was
only prevented oy my navmg to get it in the mail at
the proper season.

The galleries of the Senate were thronged with spec-
tators eager to hear tt.e voice ot Kentucky, through
her gallant and honorable statesman. A greater num-
ber ofUad ies were present than bad ever been known
before ; many of them being unable to secure seats.
The Senators ceased all other employment, and dropping
back in their arm chairs, paid all possible attention to
the Kentucky Senator. .bout thirty members ot the
House ol Representatives were on the floor of the Sen-
ate ; and when Mr. Breckinridge arose in his place, a
whisper could have been beard in any part of the spa-
cious Senate chamber. It was a thrilling "ght to see
one. man arise aud boldly attack the Administration
which .has the support ot over 100,000 armed men and
five sixths of the Senators of the North, ready and will-
ing to uphold its acts. I say it was a thrilling specta-
cle to see one man boldly and indignantly denounce the
actions of this unlimited power. As he read the Con-

stitution to those men who seek it3 overthrow, and time
and again coolly challenged them bis state-
ments, he inspired tbosa in the gallery witb an irrepress-
ible feeling of patriotism tbat escaped in bursts ot ap-

plause.
When be alluded to the perils which were before the

country, and exhorted the people to look to their Con-
stitution and tbeir rights before it should be forever too
late, bis voice trembled, and, by its uncontrollable mod-ulatiou- s,

it could be seen tbat his emotions were not to
be easily restrained. At tbe conclusion of his remarks
a buret of sympathetic applause went up from the gal-
leries that was only repressed by the remarks of Mr.
Trumbull, who addressed the galleries on the score of
indecorum. - '

These br gadts were the first to bear the brant of the action,
as tbev were exDosed to a concentric tire, the obieot of th
tne my being to turn our left flir.k while we were endeavor
ing to nun his right. 1 hese regiments of infantry were sus-
taining the lanioo Washington Artillery of New Orleans,'
who had two of their guns at this point, wh'ch madeterri'de
havec in the ranks of the enemy. Th federal troops lead-
ing the action consisted of 10. 00 Regulars, sustaining the
celebiated Sherman's Batte y. these Regulars being in their
turn sustained by immense "irsses of .volunteers, the New
York Zouaves among the numbe- - Gen. Beauregard esti
ma'ed ihe enemy's numbers in the action to be not 1rs3 than
35,000 men

Their ar filery far outnumbered onrs. We have captured
C7 pieces cannon, while we had onl eighteen guns on that
I art of the field. It has been stated to me by so many ot
our soldie'-- s I cannot but believe it. that the enemy by some
means had obtainpd ur signal for the dy they a so ned
ourredbage, which fortunately was discovered in time,
and they carried into action ihe Uig of the Palmet'o State
and the Confederate Stat s. It has been asserted. tor, by
nnmerons ind vidua3 engaged iu the battle, tbat there was
great confus'en and slaughter among our own men, who
mi-too- k them fur the enruy. This was less to be wondered
at from ths similarity of uniform and the mean advantages
above referred to taken by onr unscrupulous foes.

They pressed our e't (Unk for several hours with terrible
eSect, but, cur men flinched not until their number bad been
so diminished by the well aimed and steady volleys, that
they were compelled to give way for new regiments. The
7ih and 8th Georgia Regiment, commanded by the gallant
and lamented Bartow, are said to hava suffered heavily dur-
ing the early parted the battle. Kemper's, Shields' and
Pendleton's batteries were in this part of the field and did
fearful execution.

I regret to be unable to name all the regiments engaged,
in their order, not having succeeded in ascertaining tbeir
position.

I am inclined to believe there was some mistake during
the day in the delivery or execution of an order of Gen.
Beauregard's, respecting an attack on the enemy's rear,
which was not effected

Bi'ween two and three o'clock large cumbers of m?n
were leaving the field, some of them wounded, others ex
hans'.ed by tne long struggle, who gave as gloomy reports ;
but as the fire cn both sides continued steadily, we felt sure
that our brave Southerners had not been conquered by the
overwhelming hordes cf the Norh. It is, however, due to
truth to soy that 'he result at this hour hung trembling in
the balance We hsd 16st numbers of our most distinguish-
ed officers. Generals Baitow and Bee had been stricken
down ; Lieutenant Colonel Johnson, of the Hampton Le-
gion, had been killed Colorel Hampton bad been wound-
ed, but there was at band the fearless General whose repu-
tation as a commander was staked on this battle ; and with
that chivalry wbfchis his r ature, (Jen. Beauregard promptly
ottered to lead the Hampton Legion into action, which he
executed in a style unsurpisned and unsurpassable.

General Beauregard rode up and down oar liueB between
the ill' my an 1 his own uian. regardless ,of the heavy fire,
ch'eiiug aid encouraging our troops. .About this time a
she 1 struck his hort-e- , taking his head off. and killing the
hcrses of his Aids. Messrs. Ferguson and Beyward.

General Beauregard's Aids deserve honorable mention,
particularly those T. mimed, and Colonels W. Porcher
Miles. Janii'S Chcsnut. John L Manning and A. R. Chisolm.

Gen .iohnson also threw himself into the thickest of tf e
fight, seizing the colors of a Georgia Regiment and rallying
them to the c harge. is Raff signnlized themsel ves by their
intrepidity, Col. Thomas being killed and Major Mai-o- n

wounded.
Your correspondent heard Gen. Johnston exclaim to Gen.

Cocke just at the critical moment, " Oh for four regiments ! "
His wish was answered, for in the distance our reinforce-
ments appeared.

The tide of battle was turned in our favor by tbe arrival
of General Kirby Smith, from Winchester, wiih four thou-ea- r

d men of Gen. Johnston's division.
Gen. Smith heard while on the Manassas Railroad cars

the roar of battle. He stopped the train and hurried his
troops across the fields to the point just whore he was most
needtM. They were at first support d to be the enemy, their
arrival at that point of the field being entirely unexpected.

The enemy fell back, and a panic seized them. Cheer
alter cheer from onr men went up, and we knew the battle
had been won.

Thus was the I est appointed aimy that had ever taken
the field on this continent beatea, and compelled to retreat
in hot haste, leaving behind them everything that impeded
their escape. Gons, kuai sacks, hats, caps, shoes, canteens
and blank covered the ground for mi'es and miles.

At about five o'clock, we beard cheer upon cheer, and
the wi rd" ; avis ' ran along th? ranks, and we saw in the
distance the tall, slender form of our gallant President, who
had arrived upon the field in time to see the total rout of
th- - rmy wh'ch threatened his capture, and the suhjuga-tio- n

of the South.
The President left Richmond at 6 o'clock in the morning,

and reached Mannssas Junction at 4, where, mounting a
horse, accompanied by Col. Jos. R D vis and numerous at
tendants, he galloped to the batlle-field- , just in time to join
in tne pur uit by a rraguincent bojy ot cavalry, consisting
of 1.500 men, commanded b Lieutenant Colonel Stewart.
This sight, of itself, was worth the fifgue of the day's
j urney. We saw the p or wounded soldiers on the road-
side and in the fijld, when they observed the President's
manly form pass by, raise their heads, aud heard them give
blu ur, upon bhout and cheer uyon cheer.

Many of the prisoners say that General Scott slept on
Saturday night at Oemervilie, and was within two miles of
bia lines on Sund iy in his carriege. Whether this be so or
not, this defeat is his, and tbe first hi ever suffered; but
the men who fought and won bis battles were now arrayed
ae iiigt him, and they were deteimiued not to be conquered.

Secretary Cameron, of the War Department, Washington,
was aiso stated to have been on the field, in company wi h
Mr. Ply, Cocgres'tnan fiom tbe .Rochester District, N. Y.,
who was captured, and "feeaator roster, of Connecticut
They came to witness a W ater'.oo defeat of the Confederate
army.
